Sis is not over so far as I am 
concerned. They are too great a ff anger to all of us who have so large a part of our lives 
in the work we seek to do for ignorant, cheapskate self-seekers who have ordained them- 
selves owners of everything to ruin everything. 1 have had no response to my demand for the 
return of everything from me, and I'll repeat it soon. A year ago all my material was to 
have been segregated and a letter was to have been sent to all their nuts who had ever 
been in their files warning them not to use anything without checking and to return what 
onviously was mine. I shall be insisting upon this. I have already asked that a copy of that 
Boggs memo be sent you and Sylvia. U 0 response. I'll take t is up with Jim, for while I 
believe you ought have it and will give it to you without their permission if necessary, 

I'd rather have the permission, have them provide a copy not marked up. Xougo into the 
point I made, that regardless of how much any one of us knows or thinks he knows, on 
important things he should submit his work to the judgement and checking of others. As 
you know, to the degree I can, I alt-fays try to do this. It is not something new with me, 
not something I have invented for this case. You believe me or not, Bob is the other side 
of the Sprague card, and each vies with the other in bMng, unreasoning conviction that he 
§lone understands and that any judgement contrary to his has to bo wrong. Bud is disgmstngly 
ignorant of the most elemental fact, a bigger sucker than Garrison for the irrational and 
far-out(in which. Like JG, he has wasted himself), is incapable of honorable behavior on 
this subject (Davison, for example, my stuff and yours in this memo, which has nothing that 
was original with them except error), for he lusts so to be heroic in this matter, to have 
a single acc .mplishment of his own.

In the 
past I covered all the things you raise, so he knows my interests, the difference now being 
that for some reason he is willing to im/art what he told me, frankly, before, he was 
holding back. I suspect that his having gotten the word JG doesn* t want me back there may 
be the trigger, but he wrote me some time ago to get there and speak to him again before 
it was too late, whatever that meant. 

Why don't you write Bud and ask him for a copy of his memo to Boggs? If he should 
respond with the question, how do you know about it, tell him frankly I snet you a copy of 
iny letter which refers to it. Let me know bow and whether that works.
